Investigators believe the route to 
Oklahoma City continued down 77.

The astounding thing about these 

— miliHa’charactera-is-how they-can-kcep- 

stniight faces while calling themselves 
patriots. ~ 

Patriotism is supposed to involve 
love for your country. Tlii^sc guys cir- 
culate political and icchnFca! literature 
about shooting and blowing up their 
*^fcllow citizens. They yearn for the 
chance to defy government authority. 

Patriots? Anarchists is more like it. 

And they seem to possess an anar- 
chist’s vision for how America ought 
tolvorkrThcy“c‘vidcntly‘would loveio" 
bring down the federal government, 
and they’re none loo keen about local 
authority either. Witness the Indiana 
case, described in a Los Angeles 
Times article, in which militia mem- 
bers reportedly blocked sheriffs 
deputies from enforcing a child-cus- 
. tody order. , 

Their dream, apparently, ts a Wild 
West soeiety where whoever has the 
most firepower gets his way. 

How can anyone who professes to 
love America want that kmd of future 
for her citizens? 

The explanation is the militiamen's 
complete and unshakable belief in an 
international eonspiracy, bent on de- 
stroying freedom. 

Lost week, a local militia sympathiz- 
er (an otherwise intelligent man with a 
responsible job) visited our office to 
explain the “truth" about the Okla- 
homa City bombing. 

The CIA did it, he said. He was seri- 
ous. 

People who can believe that theory 
-(w ithout a shred of evidence) will be- 
*^ve anything. They’ll believe in se- 
cret Zionist control of the government. 
They’ll believe in jackbooted foreign 
soldiers coming to take our guns. 


They’ll believe in mind-controlling mi- 
-crochips-implantedinunsuspectin g ci t- — 
izens. 

Granted, some of the militant rage 
sprouting across America has Icgiti- 
• mate roots. Lots of people arc furious 
over regulations and taxes. 

But there’s a huge philosophical gulf 
between those of us who merely want 
government pruned back and those 
who want to shoot federal agents. 

There’s also a tremendous irony in 
the emergence of these militant groups 
“arthc'samc time-as dramatic-refonns- 

arc beginning to take place in Wash- 
ington. 

To an extent, the two events share 
common roots, in Americans’ rising 
discontent with big government. And 

that may be why some Idaho politi- 
cians, especially Sccreuuy of State Pete 
Cenarrusa, have been duped into associ- 
ating themselves with militia groups. 

To his credit, Cenarrusa is distancing 
himself. But a politician of his experi- 
ence should have known better all 
along. 

What might really be useful is an an- 
nouncement statement from Gov. Phil 
Balt. As commander in chief of any /e- 
gal Idaho militia. Ball should make 
clear that these gangs of loose cannons 
have no claim to legitimacy and that 
he’ll never sanction their activities. It 
would be reassuring to hear. 

America's internal strength has al- 
ways come from the people's faith in 
our democratic instiiutions. In spite of 
the current cynicism about govern- 
ment, most of us still retain most of 
that faith. 

As long as we do, the fringe groups 
may not disappear, but they’ll never 
win much credence in mainstream 
America.

Robert McNamara’s “In 
Retrospect’’ adds ya another account 
of the Vietnam War that stops in 
1968. seven years before it I 
as did Frances FitzOerald’s “Fin in 
the Lake,” David Halberstam’s *nie 
Best and the Brigl^test” and the- 
Pentagon Pliers, pirolisbed about that 
time. Even Nei1 Keenan’s “A Bright 
Shining Lie” and Stanley Kainow’s. 
“Vietnam,” published afler the war, 
essentially do the same. 

The historical reconJ ^ven to most 
Americans is therefore strnilar to what 
we ^ould know if histories of World 
War II stopped before Stalingrad, 
Operation Torch in North A&ica and 
Guadalcanal in the ^ific. com- 
parison is not out of line, as the ensu- 
ing years of the Vietnam War saw 
equally major changes in tactics and 
strate^. 

None can contest that (he war ended 
in a Communist victory in I97S.

With the well-being of Idaho’s chil- 
dren deteriorating in sdmh ways and 
improving in others since 1985, a new 
sute-by-staie assessrnent ranks Idaho 
25th nationally based on 10 indicators. 
It ranked 24tb last year. 

,Tbe 1995 Kids Count Data Book from 
the Annie E. Casey Foundation in 
Washington, D.C., ranks Idaho as high 
as smpd and as low as 46th on individ- 
' uaHndicators-of child well-being based 
on data item 1992, tfie most recent year 
available 

Among tbe better news was that 
although the percentage of families with 
•children headed by a single- parent' 
- increased byt9 percent from >1985 to 
1992, the 17.7 percent of, Idaho children 
living in single-parent families was the 
second-lowest in. the nation. The 1994 
report ranked Idaho.fourth. 


Tbe Yate of Idaho's unmarried .teen- 
agers having children rose 64 percent 
from 1985'^to.l992, compared- with. a 
nationwide increase of 44 percenti But . 
the 27.7 births to unmarried teens 
between the ages of IS and 19 for every 
1,000 females in Idaho remained well' 
below the national rate of 42.5'per 
1;000. 'The new report ranks Idaho 
fourth nationally, as it has for three 
years. 

The Kids Count Data Book also ranks 
Idaho 2Ist id juvenile violent crime 
arrest inte. 

It found that 322 youths 10 to. 17 were 
arrested for violent crimes in 1992 for 
every 100,000 young pe^te in the state, 
up ffom-214 per IQ&duO in 1985.

’ Lisa Hruza left her husband, David, in 
diarge of their two small childrra and their 
faimj to make her third trip to Sbenahen, 
Qdaa, as a smuggler of reli^ous pt^licadons. 

Her husband's cousins, Cvey and Paula 
Hruza, also left behind their fann. Another 
cousin, Jolcne Hruza, left her studies at 
Natqia’s Nordiwest Nazaiene College. , 

Tbe foursome, along with seven compu- 
ioQS from Portland, spent nine days shumiog 
across the border between Britisb*ruled Hong 
Kong and Shenzhen, China, Lisa Hruza said. 

H^ Kon^ is a picture of prosperity, with 
modem architecture and blue waters, Hruza 


said. But the scene changes dramatically 
air is thick 


across the border in Shenzhett The air 
widi smog, the buildings are unkempt, and the 
Water is brown and polluted, she said. 

The Bible smugglers made nine crossings, 
y each nsorning, when borda guards were 
iichful, the grotq) divided into parties of 
IT four for border crossings. In the nine 


dayd, they delivered 2,600 pieces of literature, 
including Bibles, New Testaments, tracts and 
•leaflets, Hruza ^d. 

In China, transportation consisted primarily 
of privateIy.owi^buses.and-bicyde^ Hruza 
said. A bus owner would approach tourisu 
and push them toward his bus while other dri* 
vers tried to lure them with a che^ fare. 

The bus does not leave until \t is full, aisles 
and all. But the buses are air-conditioned - a 
weicdijne comfort in the often hot, humid 
wreatte, Hniza said. 

To secret the forbidden publicatioiu into 
China, Hruza and her cohorts hid (he books in 
baekpecks, clothing, and twgs. Qunese border 
guards X-rayed the parcels, but books often 
went undetected. 

Once across the bc^er, the books are taken 
to a storage depot called "The Bakery," 
because it is "where the bread of life is 
stored," Hruza said. The Bibles are given pri- 
marily to those who wish to teach 
Christiania, she srid. Each Bible will be hand 
copied aiM passed along: as many as 100 peo- 
ple can benefit from one book, Hrua said. 

Even if border agents detect the'contraband, 
the books sometimes can accomplish their 
{poal anyway, she said. 


If found, tte bo^ are confiscated, and the 
smuggler must pay a fine, based on the books' -, 
weighc The smuggler usually is allowed to 
proceed, an.d can reclaim the books upon 
reniming to Hong Kong, Hruza saia. But 
unclaimed books can find foeir way into the 
black maikeL 

Hruza got caught at the border once; she. 
was fined and sent on her W19. 

She learned about efforts to smt^e Bibles 
and religious publicatioos into China tfantte 
a mittionary friend, who has overseen ' 


iperation for 12 years. IBuza's own smug- 
gling experience has ^ven her such a foeli^ 


of attornplishment, hlias become a habit 
She wants to make her stoiy public in hopes 
0 f recruiting others to help. 

But conditions in China may take some 
adjustments. There are no safety standards; 
the water is not potele, Hruza said. 

At a restaurant in Piina, the Hruza group 
was advised to sanitize th^ chopsticks and 
dishes by rinsing them .with the hot tea. A. 
fo^ pot of tea was then brought for drinkiog.

Mexico’s war 


MEXICO CITY (A?l— Pmistent I 
charges of high-level romiption com- 
bined with lost year's drop in cocaine 
seizures have many people wondering 
if Mexico can win iis war-against 
dhigs. -- — 

Accusations by U.S. officials that 
Mexican police stole much of a drug ■ 
shipment on a jet captured last year 
have added to fears ^at drug gangs, 
working with politicians and police, 
arc becoming almost impossible to 
control. 

Although the jet reportedly had 
smuggled 1 1 tons of cocaine from 
Colombia. Mexico police said they 
seized only 2.7 tons of the drug. 

"We have always been aware — 
and acknowledged ' — that law 
enforcement coruption in Mexico is a 
deeply entrenched, serious obstacle to 
bilateral anti-narcotics cooperation," 
Robert Gelbard, U.S. assistant secre- 
tory of state for international nareddes 
and law enforcement afiairs, said in 
late March. . ‘ 

The plane incident shows President 
Ernesto Zedillo “has a potentially 
bloody struggle on his hands" in his 
pledged campaign against drug smug- 
gling, Gelbard told a House of 
Representatives subcommittee. 

Since taking office Dec. I, Zedillo 
has repeatedly vowed to fight drug 
traffickers and related corruption, 
emphasizing that “no one is above the 
law."

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) — 
Escalating a 12-year ethnic war, 
Tamil rebels shot down an air. force 
plane with a surface-to-air missile 
today, killing at least 52 people, 
the military said. 

Today’s crash in northern Sri 
Lanka was the second such attack 
in two days at the same airstrip. On 
Friday, 38 soldiers were killed 
when their plane crashed after tak- 
ing off from the Palali airstrip, a 
toehold in the rebel-held Jaffna 
Peninsula. 

It was the first time the rebels 
fif^iing for independence in north- 
ern Sri Lanko were known lo have 
used anii-aircraft missiles. The 
attacks exposed the vulnerability of 
Sri Lanka's small air force, its only 
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vehicle for getting troops, weqixms 
and supplies to bases in the mo^y 
rebel-held noith. / 

The military had initially refused 
to blame the rebels for Friday’s 
crash but changed that stance today. 

Military spokesman Brigadier 
Sorath Munosinghe said the plane 
today exploded as it approached 
tlie airport, and fell Inside rebel ter- 
ritory. 

“'The pilot had shouted 'missile 
attack' over the radio before he 
was hit and lost conununication," 
Muoasin^e said. 

There were no reports of sur- 
vivors.

Doll shows parenting woes

HOWELL, Mich. — She was afraid 
the baby would be fussy at the mall, 
so Holly Campbell left him in the 
parking lot. 


For two hours. In the ear. Covered 
by a blanket and an ice scraper. Crying. 

“After ! come out, I felt so bad I let 
it ride in the front seat with me all the 
way home," she says. 

Um, Holly, are you ready to be a 
mother? 

“No,’’ says the 1 5-year-oId, grinning. 

Fortunately, Holly was practicing her 
parenting skills on Baby Think It Over, 
a computerized eight-pound doll that’s 
part of a parenting and child develop- 
ment class at Howell High School. 
Dubbed by some os “Robo-baby" or 
“Hope Fullynot," the doll teaches teens 
the relentless 'round-ihe<lock role of a 
parent — even insisting on midnight 
feedings and disrupting trips to the mall. 

“We've done the sacks offlour, the 
eggs and the goldfish," says Marilyn 
McEvoy, a teacher in Howell High's 
human services technology depart- 
ment. “But this is close to life." . 

At least seven Michigan school dis- 
tricts have obtained the hard-to-get, 
$220 dolls. Most have had to send the 
dolls bock at least once to be fixed. 

Still, enthusiastic teachers report a 
huge initial impact. 

“It’s been beyond my wildest 
dreams," says Valerie Duffln, who 
teaches a parenting class for hi^-risk 
boys and girls in an alternative high 
school through Portage Community

How does it work? Baby Think It 
Over has a computer inside to moke it 
shriek at random times around the 
clock.

Later, JoAnn had to 
baby-sit her 18-month-old sister and 
take care of Baby Think It Over. “Pret- 
ty soon, the baby started crying and 
my sister started ciying. ... When my 
parents came home my dad said, 'Turn 
that thing off!' and I said, 'Ican’tl' "

Conner switches 
boat for next race 

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Dennis Conner will 
leave Stars & Stripes at. the dock and use a 
rival’s speedier boat in the America's Cup 
that begins next Saturday. 

Pact 95, whose Young America had the 
best overall record of the defender .boats, 
will also help Conner's crew train for the 
Cup and has made available all of its equip- 
ment. 

The makeup of Conner’s crew will remain 
unchanged. 

“We did not want to look back at the end 
of the America's Cup and say we could- 
have done this better," said Barbara 
Schwartz, a spokeswoman for Conner. "We 
didn’t want to have those regrets. We do ac- 
knowledge that Young America is a faster 
boat." 

Pact 95 said Conner’s decision, apparent- 
ly the first time a losing boat has been used 
in the Cup, is a recognition of Young Amer- 
ica's prowess. 

"We're a proud organization," said Pact 
^5 president John Marshall.-who was with 
Conner for four America's Cup campaigns. 
"This is a real compliment. ... It recognizes 
the technology that went into producing a 
very fine boat." 

While the two syndicates have spatted 
'With one another. Marshall said that stage 
had passed and both teams are now fully fo- 
cused on collaborating to defend the Cup. 

"We race hard to win, but in the end we 
arc part of a final process to keep the Cup 
here," he said, adding that he knew of no 
other instance of a defeated boat being used 
.in the America’s Cup. 

In four months of races, Young America 
compiled 24 wins compared with Stars & 
Stripes' 19 — Conner’s boat also had'thrcc 
wins on the water erased when two round 
robins were shoncQcd by weather problems. 

Stars & Stripes was the slowest boat 
among the three defender syndicates, but its 
crew is considered the most experienced. 
Young America’s narrower hull alloVvs it to 
cut through choppy seas moro^cfficicntly 
than the ftared-body Stars & Stripes.

NEW YORK (AP) — With the end 
of the NBA season less than two 
months away, the pace of labor nego- 
tiations is about to enter a more 
intense phase. 

The players' association has a-new 
executive director, someone NBA 
commissioner David 'Stem calls “a 
dcalmakcr,” but the league and its 
players remain far apart on several 
key issues: . ■ 

In the lost week of April, NBA com- 
missioner Stem said he hoped more 
progress toward a new. collective bar- 
gaining agreement would have been 
made by now. Since the beginning of 
tlic scison, ilic NBA lias been operat- 
ing under a no-strike, no-lockout 
pledge that effectively extended the 
labor ogreement that expired July J. 

"I think what there is.'iS a sense of 
disappointment wiih the negotiators 
on both sides that something about 
this process hasn’t ollowcd us to con- 
clude the deal we hope we would con- 
clude by novV,'" he said. 

The first face-to-facc bargaining 
session in more than a month is set for 
May 4, and the frequency of meetings 
■ expected to pick up after that. 

“Tlie ball is in. their court,". said 
Simon Gourdine. the union’s new 
lead negotiator. • 

Gourdine look over ns the players’ 
lead negotiator following the rcsigna- 
- tion April 14 ofCliarIcs Grantham, who 
hcldtlicjobforsixycars.Granthamwas . 
forced out by players unhappy with the 
course of the negotiations. 

Gourdine and members of the play- 
ers’ executive committee have refused 
to discuss the’ circumstartjfcs sur- 
rounding^Gramlram^ departure, citing 
a confidentiality agreement. 

Formerly the 'union’s' general count 
sel. Gourdine prefers to look ahead. 

"Negotiations aren't determined by 
any one individual." he said. •"It 
wasn’t determined, by Charles 
Grantham and it won’t be determined 
by. me. Obviously, the executive 


director takes tha lead and is the Icail, 
negotiator, but it's the result of a con- 
sensus and collaboration. ' 

"We're going to talk to the' players, 
find out what they want and take 
those positions vigorously at the bar- 
gaining table."

Margaret. Jackson, a janitor who 
testified at OSH A hearings on the 
proposed regulations, worked until 
last year on a crew cleaning an of- 
fice building. Ventilation systems 
were turned ofT five hours before she 
arrived and on again an hour after 
she left. 

The chemicals Jackson used irri- 
tated her eyes and throat, made her 
and co-workers ftrcl dizzy and faint, 
and caused daily headaches as well 
a.s breathing problems, she testified. 
Eventually, she was fired for being 
unable to work. 

Fisc said indoor air pollution is a 
hard issue for people to grasp. 

"The cfTects of adverse air may 
get confused with the common cold; 
if you get sleepy, iLm^Y be your 
air,” said Fisc. 

"It’s difiicult to point a finger at 
indoor air os a cuipnt.” 

Still, if caught early, moat build- 
ing problems arc relatively inexpen- 
sive and easy to remedy, said I 
Woods, director of Virginia Poly- 
technic’s Indoor Environment 
Pitjgam.

Lower USAir weekend fares ll a ■nmes-News classified can ah every need: 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. — USAir last 
week quietly began a pricing experi- 
ment on some Charlotte flights that 
turns the usual method of selling dis- 
counted tickets upside down. 

It’s now more expensive for leisure 
travelers to fly in the middle of the 
week — the off-peak period for 
leisure travel — than on the peak 
weekend days. 

The changes ore to the advantage of 
most vacationers, but will make it 
much more difficult for business trav- 
elers to use rcstrimed fares, said Tom 
Parsons, publisherWBest Fores mag- 
azine in Arlington, Uexas. 

USAir put the ccw pricing into 
place only on flignts to Baltimore, 
Boston, Buffalo. Pittsburgh and 
Woshington.. Buffalo is the only other 
city where USAir is doing anything 
similar. 

Before Thursday, USAir’s lowest- 
priced ticket between Charlotte and 
Washington was S238 round-trip. It 


required a 21 -day advance purchase 
and was good any day of the week. 
Now, USAir is ofTering a S218 fore 
on weekends, but rais^ the fare on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday to 
S338. 

Also, USAir abolished the seven- 
day advance purchase fare in favor 
of a $258 fare, good only on 
Saturday and Sunday, that requires 
no advance purchase. USAir also is 
offering SI 58 fares for children 
aged 2 to II. 

"We’re recognizing the reality of 
people’s travel patterns, which is that 
most leisure travel is on the week-' 
ends," USAir spokesman Rick 
Weintroub said. 

USAir may want to discourage 
leisure traveleis from booking flights 
heavily used by business travelers so 
it can sell more tickets on those flights 
at full fare. Parsons said. 

The move also suggests USAir has 

seen “an awful lot of back-to-back I 

ticketing" by business travelers, I

One man’s successful program to rescue teenagers trapped in the sex trade 


F or 15 YEARS. 

Frank Bomabu, 60 
— a business ex* 
ccutivc by clay and 
a devoted father 
of two— has spent 
countless nights on 
the streets of New 
York. Hartford and Boston, attempting 
to rescue teenagers trapped in the .sex 
trade. He has brought together com* 
munity rcsidcnis. police and social agen- 
cies in u program called “Paul & Lisa.” 
which olTcrs juveqile prostitutes emer- 
gency and interim housing, medical 
care, education and job training. 

Up to 300.000 American children, 
two-thirds of them girls, may be in- 
volved in prostitution and pornography, 
according to estimates cited by (he U.S. 
Department of Justice and (he Depait- 
rneni of Health and Human Services. 
Some, hut not all, child prostitutes ore 
runaways. While u few have been ab- 
ducted. many are homeless or have (led 
foster care. Others, seeking attention or 
money to survive, have been lured into 
the sex Uadc. Frank Bumaba's nonprofit 
program — based in a small town on the 
New England coa.st and named ^er a 
saint (Paul) and a young sirc'ctwulker 
who perished (Lisa) — helps all. 

Paul & Lisa has transformed the lives 
of 76 young women and provided as- 
sistance to more than 35(X) others. The 
staff actively cooperates with the Na- 
tional Center for Missing and Exploited 
Children, a privately run organization 
that works in partnership with the De- 
partment of Justice to scorch for mn- 
.aways and abducted youths. Thus far, 
Paul & Lisa counselors have helped 
children from 33 states and six foreign 
countries. In addition, they conduct pre- 
vention programs in public schools and 
seminars for parent and law officers. 

Law-enforcement experts, such as 
George Burgasscr of the Departmemof 
Justice, assert that child prostitution is

a growing national problem requiring 
cooperation by private and government 
agencie.^. "People — including some 
courts — wningly view child prostitution 
as a local nuisance," explains Buigosscr. 
acting chief of the Criminal Division's

"Thousands of children are being iraf- 
Hck^ for sexual abu.se in every region, 
in large cities and small lowas. Paul Sc 
Lisa is a much-needed model to get kids 
on* the street and provide them with 
long-term cure and support." 

Frank Bamaba. who often accompa- 
nies the police os they search the streets 
for youngsters who have been identi- 
fied from "Missing" posters, .still strug- 
gles with the tragedy of each child. 
When a girl agrees to enter his program, 
she is immediately taken to a s^c house 
in the Northeast. If unable to mum to her 
family, she enters a "transitional living"

program that losLs at least six months. 
Self-confidence and independence are de- 
veloped through high school equivalency 
exams. Job-skills classes and therapy. 

Community residents volunteer their 
services lo Paul & Lisa Some are trained 
to work with street youths, while others 
help with office chores, answer phones, 
distribute posters of missing children 
and donate material goods. Doctors^ 
therapists and real-estate agents have 
donated ihcir professional services. 

Rescued children under 16 eventu- 
ally may be placed with foster families, 
which are closely screened. To prevent 
controversy, youths do not live with 
Paul & Lisa stufTers. However, the pro- 
gram and community agencies cover 
all living expenses until full-time em- 
ployment is found. 

Bamaba udmiis that not every young- 
ster he ntiempis to help is willing to lis- 
ten. But he says that his succe.sscs have 
more than compensated for the sacri- 
fices made by him and his staff, most of 
whom arc unpaid volunteers. Frank and 
his wife. Audrey, have twice mortgaged 
their house to maintain the program. 

Despite the funding shortage, the Paul 
Sc Lisa phone line was continually busy 
during my visit— with pleas from street 
children and requests f^rom schools for 
prevention seminars. “The number of 
kids asking for help is rising." says Bar- 
naba “But the existing .social-work sys- 
tem is overworked. Too many needy 
children fall through the cracks.” 

"What has kept me in this work for all 
these years.” he odds, "are the young 
women we have assisted. Two of them 
arc doctors now. another is u sales man- 
vager of a major company, two others 
arc psychologists. Others are living sim- 
pler livas, married and successfully rais- 
ing children. These kids disprove claims 
that if children arc on the street for a 
long time, there is nothing we can do. 
With some love and guidance, they can 
turn their lives around."

He doesn't have his own show 
yet — but then, very few 12-ycar-olds 
do. Andre interviewed the singer at a 
summer camp in Fishkill. N.Y.. run by 
The Fresh Ak Fund. “I was amazed at 
the camp,” Carey told me. “The kids 
leom about computers and video equip- 
ment. They are learning invaluable 
skills they'd never get in school." 

Mariah Carey was battling fatigue and 
a bad cold when we spoke. That day. 
she also was working on a new album, 
taping a scries of TV spots and accept-

ing major music awards from Sweden 
and Germany. But she came olive when 
she began to talk about (he kids who 
have made such on impact on her life. 

“About a year ago. I had the idea to 
start a summer camp to try to make a 
difTerence in the lives of city kids.” she 
said. “Then, when I looked into it. I heard 
about The Fresh Air Fund. They’ve been 
around since 1 877. and they woe doing 
exactly what 1 wanted to do.” 

Every year, the fund gives 10,000 
youngsters from urban neighborhoods 
the chance to discover a kind of life 
they have never seen. In five summer 
'c^ps in Fishkill — and in the homes 
of volunteer families in 13 states, froin 
Maine to Virginia, and in Canada — 
young people aged 6 to 1 8 leom about 
nature, the outdoors and their own po- 
tential. “For kids who ore stuck at hc^ 
and don't have the money to go to an 
expensive camp, this is on incredible 
opportunity." Carey said. 

At the young age of 25. Mariah Can^ 
is a phenomenon in the pop music 
world.

The fund,aheral). was founded in the 
1 9lh century by a New York clergyman 
who took child^ out of the squalid ten- 
emenLs of the city and gave them a few 
weeks in the homes and on the farms 
of country folk. Though The Fresh Air 
Fund still takes city youngsters to the 
country, it has changed with the times. 
“What really imprest me.” Carey ex- 
plained, “is that, even thou^ the organi- 
zation has been around for so long, it re- 
ally has a grasp of what Idds need today.” 

At the camp she visited last year, chil- 
dren aged 12 to 14 learned about a va- 
riety of professions in two weeks. “It’s 
a Cieer Awareness Camp.” Carey said. 
“A doctor will come in. or an oceanog- 
rapher. and explain what they do." 

What special chord had the career 
camp struck in Carey? As she explained 
it. she knew as a child what it was like 
to have her dreams disparaged. “My 
mother always told me 1 could be what- 
ever I wanted to be if 1 kept at it and 
really believed in myself.” Mariah told 
me. “But other people didn't give me the 
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same encouragemeht T told one teacher 
that 1 wanted to be a singer and was told, 
'There are millions of people out there 
who con sing. What makes you opy dif- 
ferent? Don’t get your hopes up.* I 
couldn't believe a teacher would ocnial- 
Ivsav that t o someone who h ad a dream.” 

But that lejecUon. and others like it, 
did not slow Carey down. ”I was de- 
termined to be a singer since 1 was 4 
years old.” she told me. ”Of course, 
most people who set out to do this do' 
fail. But if you set out with the attitude, 
'Maybe I'll make it. maybe 1 won't.' 
then you probably will foil. I wrote some 
of my songs, like 'Hero* and 'Moke It 
Happen,* to encourage people to stick 
with their dreams.” 

In We“sense.~dream.s' are ■ what The 
Fresh-Air Fund is all about. "If some- 
one's whole eustence is stuck on a city 
street, then being introduced to a brand- 
new side of life can moke a difierence.” 
Corey .said. “The fund exposes kids to 
the possibilities that are out there.*’ 

Although The Fresh Air Fund spon- 
sors 10.000 children, it actually places 
7000 of them in private homes with fom- 
ilies who serve os hosts for two weeks, 
— and frequently beoMneimpoitant pans 
of their lives year-round. “Two of my 
backup angers, Kelly and Shanraie Price, 
were Fnsh Air Fund kids." Carey sud. 
“Kelly told me that she didn’t know if 
she'd be the some person she Is today 
if it weren't for the fund and her host 
family, She might have gotten into trou- 
ble or just have been hanging out on 
the street" Kelly Price recently bod a re- 
union with members of her host family, 
and she plan^ lokeepin touch whh them. 

Carey’slatesi alburn, Aferry.CAnsf- 
nias, climbed to the Top 10 shortly af- 
ter It was released last November. A 
few weeks later, she and her backup 
singers gave The Besh Air Fund a yule- 
tide gift — a sold-out benefit concert at 
New York City's Cathedral of St John 
the Divine, which raised S700.000; 

This summer, Carey plans to return 
to The Fresh Air Fund’s camps and to 
bring many of her colleagues from the 
music industry along with her. “1 want 
to teach the Idds about the recording 
business and show them they can be 
singers, engineers, record company 
presidents or secretaries." 

Last fall, the fund’s directors mode an 
announcement They had renamed the 
'ycQr-old Career Awareness Camp at 
gihkillX amp Mariah.” This summer. 
^acCTcmohywulJte held to officially re- 
name it “It’s oin^n^y flattering to me. 
of course," Carey said, “but it delates 
to me that I should do even more." H
